Penitentiary “Grads” 

UVic has been awarded a new contract, 
through the Office of the Solicitor Gener¬ 
al, Ottawa, to provide a year-round pro¬ 
gramme of education for a number of B.C. 
Penitentiary inmates at New Westminster. 

University level credit courses were 
offered for the first time on a continuing 
basis last fall as a result of a research 
project carried out at the Penitentiary and 
at Matsqui Institution, sponsored by the 
Donner Canadian Foundation, the Cana¬ 
dian Penitentiary Service and the Uni¬ 
versity. 

Graduates of the programme received 
course certificates May 27 in a ceremony 
attended by programme co-ordinator Dr. 
J.D. Ayers, Education; Dr. Ron Hoppe, 
Psychology; Dr. Bob Hagedorn, Sociology; 


Professor Grant McOrmond, English; and 
Dr. Don Senese, History. 

Those teaching the prisoners are all 
graduates of the Faculty of Education. 
Courses in English, History, Sociology, 
and Psychology have been completed by 
34 inmates. 

Dr. Ayers explained that upgrading to 
Grade 12 equivalency is now available in 
the New Westminster institution during 
the summer with University level pro¬ 
grammes taught in winter. 

Operation Trackshoe 

About 700 young people will descend on 
UVic stadium this weekend for a special 
two-day track meet which has grown 
steadily in popularity since its initiation 


tnree years ago. 

"Operation Trackshoe" is designed for 
those mentally retarded young people who 
can benefit from participating in events 
such as 100-metre hurdles, high-jumping, 
sack-racing and tugs-of-war. 

Invitations were sent out to schools and 
workshops for the mentally handicapped 
all over the Province with the result that 
entries have been received from as far 
north as Fort St. John and Terrace. 

Teachers and parents will be boarded on 
campus with the contestants. 

International Problem 

The existing threat of oil pollution on the 
Pacific Coast and recommendations for 
prevention and control of such pollution 
are discussed in a timely study published in 
the Western Geographical Series by the 
UVic Geography Department. 

"Oil Pollution as an International Prob¬ 
lem" is by Dr. William M. Ross, a Van¬ 
couverite who is now on the faculty of 
Kent State University, Ohio. Dr. Ross com¬ 
pleted the study with the help of Canada 
Council fellowships while a doctoral stu¬ 
dent at the University of Washington. 

Environmental threats posed by oil 
tankers and offshore oil wells in Puget 
Sound and the Strait of Georgia, and the 
responses by Canada and the United States 
to these threats are outlined in detail. Dr. 
Ross makes recommendations for more 
efficient mechanisms to prevent and con¬ 
trol oil pollution and suggests that a re¬ 
gional commission with broad powers, free 
of national constraints, would help to solve 
the present crisis. 

The threat to this area, says Ross, exem¬ 
plifies the damage that is being done to the 
global environment. He argues that recom¬ 
mendations and lessons learned from this 
study are relevant to prevention and con¬ 
trol of all pollution at the international 
level. 

The new book is edited by Dr. Harold 
Foster of UVic and is the sixth volume in 















the series. Publication was assisted with a 
grant from the Social Science Research 
Council of Canada using Canada Council 
funds. 

Professorships 

Three members of faculty have received 
promotions to the rank of Professor effec¬ 
tive July 1. 

President Farquhar announced this week 
that the Board of Governors had ap¬ 
proved professorships for Dr. Leonard 
Laudadio, Economics; Dr. Fredrick Mayne, 
English; and Phillip T. Young, Music. 

Mr. Young who joined the faculty in 
1969 is Chairman of the Department of 
Music and the first to hold the rank of 
Professor of Music at the University of 
Victoria. From 1965 to 1969 he was 
Executive Officer for the School of Music 
at Yale University. 

Dr. Mayne came to UVic in 1967 as 
Associate Professor in English from the 
University of Witwatersand, South Africa 
where he was a senior lecturer. His main 
area of interest is English literature, 
1700-1770, and Modern British Drama, 
particularly G.B. Shaw. 

Before coming to UVic in 1967, Dr. 
Leonard Laudadio was Associate Professor 
of Economics, and Chairman, Department 
of Finance at the University of Nevada.

Professor S.A. Jennings has been named 
Vice-President of the University and Dean 
of the Faculty of Graduate Studies; Profes¬ 
sor J.M. Dewey will become Dean of Aca¬ 
demic Affairs; Professor Alfred Fischer has 
been named Associate Dean of the Faculty 
of Arts and Science; Professor Herta 
Hartmanshenn will be Acting Head of the 
Department of Germanic Languages and 
Literature; and Professor Robin Skelton 
will head the newly-established Depart¬ 
ment of Creative Writing.

French Diplomas 

Six Victoria residents are the first gradu¬ 
ates of a French Language Diploma Pro¬ 
gramme offered by the Division of Con¬ 
tinuing Education in conjunction with the 
Departments of French Language and 
Literature, and Linguistics. 

All began the course when it was first 
introduced in September 1971 with twice- 
weekly lectures. Because they were at a 
fairly advanced level, they have completed 
the written and oral exams more quickly 
than the typical student. 

One graduate, John Richard Hopkins, 
No. 201—1975 Lee Ave., is 87 years old 
and remarks that the course was "excel¬ 
lent" even though it required a lot of 
homework! Mrs. Freda Weir, 1547 
Despard Ave., is a physiotherapist who 
now finds that her French is better than 
that spoken by a French-Canadian 
colleague. 

Other diploma winners are Mrs. Eileen 
Rutherford, 938 Selkirk; Albert Roberts, 
2070 Frederick Norris Place; Albert Reid, 
4305 Gordon Head Road; and Denis 
Glew, 1210 Alturas Place. 

The UVic course is unique in the 
Province because it offers post-secondary 
French instruction at five levels with the 
objective of preparing individuals to be 
thoroughly comfortable in a French 
milieu. 

Division Director, Dr. L.E. Devlin em¬ 
phasizes that the programme is open to 
students with little or no background in 
French. 

History by Telegram 

Military aspects of the 1885 North-West 
Rebellion are examined in a new book 
"Telegrams of the North-West Campaign" 
by Dr. R.H. Roy, History, and Dr. 
Desmond Morton, University of Toronto. 

Published by the Champlain Society, 
the book is an edited collection of tele¬ 
grams exchanged between Adolphe Caron, 
Minister of Militia, and commanders, offi¬ 
cers, contractors and others in the field. 

Within a week of the outbreak of rebel¬ 
lion in the North-West, Caron had arranged 
for a telegrapher with a direct line to be 
established in his offices in the Parliament 
Buildings, Ottawa. "From those offi¬ 
ces. .. .ran the messages that guided the 
campaign", according to the preface. "Re¬ 
ports from the field, anguished appeals 
from prairie communities and advice on 


political patronage jostled each other along 
the lines as Canadians settled down to the 
unfamiliar task of running their first 
serious military operation." 

The authors note "The military aspects 
of the North-West Rebellion of 1885 have 
received little recent re-examination. In¬ 
deed, at a time when a vigorous programme 
of resurrecting the prestige of Louis Riel is 
under way, such an examination may be as 
unfashionable as it is overdue." 

Support for the book was provided by 
grants from the Canada Council and the 
Committee on Faculty Research, Leave 
and Travel, of the University of Victoria.

A five-man team of UVic students is con¬ 
ducting a physical fitness and stress-testing 
program in the Okanagan this summer to 
demonstrate the feasibility of a mobile 
testing unit in non-urban areas.

Headed by Ross McKay, graduate in 
Biology, the team will test and advise 
prescription exercises for about 500 per¬ 
sons selected from one of three fitness 
categories. They will be "coronary-prone" 
patients referred to the unit by physicians, 
those who have already suffered heart 
attacks and those who are disease-free. 

The Okanagan was chosen as a testing 
ground for "Operation Shape-Up" because 
of early interest in the program shown by 
local medical societies.

German and Supervisor of Counselling at 
Victoria Col lege from 1956 to 1961. 

He admits he was faced with a dilemma 
when the time came to make a choice 
between the two positions, both of which 
had grown to full-time proportions. 

Counselling had become Dr. McLean's 
specialty during the war years when he 
served as RCAF personnel officer in 
Canada and overseas. His first mentors in 
this field were the former Dean S.N. Chant 
of UBC who supervised his work with the 
RCAF and Dr. Isabel Maclnnes of UBC. 

Dr. MacLean chose to stay in the field 
of his academic training and was appointed 
Department Head of Germanic Languages 
and Literature in 1968. He says the teach¬ 
ing of languages has undergone many 
changes in recent years. "The emphasis 
today is on audio-visual and oral-aural 
comprehension instead of on 'swotting' a 
grammar book. Students respond to the 
idioms and problems of today so reading 
programmes have become oriented to 20th 
century thinking." 

President of the Canadian Association 
of University Teachers of German, Dr. 
MacLean is co-author of a textbook used in 
the German 100 course. 

In addition to his UVic involvement, 
Dr. MacLean is an executive member of the 
Canadian Germanic Academic Exchange 
Association and Crossroads Canada Inter¬ 
national, an overseas summer exchange 
programme. 

He was elected to the University Senate 
in 1971, is a member of the Delta Phi 
Alpha honorary German fraternity. Uni¬ 
versity of Washington, and holds the 
honorary degree of M.R.S.T. (Member of 
the Royal Society of Teachers), London, 
England. 

Dr. MacLean was recipient of a Ford 
Foundation Fellowship (1953-54) to the 
University of Innsbruck while he was 


attending the Rice Institute. He received a 
Canada Medal in 1967.
